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IT IS TO LAUGH 

To the Rochester Post-Bulletin, pub- 
lished in Rochester, N.Y., “the authentic 
report that King George V of England has 
his dander up because he was forced by 
the strong-arm Premier of Australia to 
appoint Sir Isaac Alfred Isaacs, a native 
and chief justice of that island dominion, 
to be its governor-general, is provocative 
of amusement rather than sympathy.” 

No doubt if a report of that kind 
reached the office of the Post-Bulletin it 
caused amusement. But the merriment in 
the office of the Post-Bulletin could not 
equal the guffaws of the ingenious cor- 
respondent who put over the story and 
“got away with it.” 

DEPORT NOW; IMPORT LATER? 


In common with other cities, Edmon- 
ton is taking steps to have the Dominion 
Government deport aliens who have be- 
come a charge upon the taxpayers. The 
choice is to board these men until spring 
at the city’s expense or have them sent 
back home at the expense of the Domin- 
ion; which is hardly a choice at all when 
viewed from the standpoint of the city 
treasury. 

But it might be cheaper for the Do- 
minion to support the men in Canada 
than to pay their travelling expenses back 
to Europe. It has already cost the coun- 
try something to bring them here. It will 
cost the country some .more money to 
bring out another army of men from the 
Same countries when times get better 
vnd there is again a keen demand for men 
to do the rough and poorly-paid work 
which is chiefly done by the “raw” immi- 
grant. It might cost the Dominion less to 
keep this supply of labor in the country 
than to deport it and later on have to im- 
port an equal supply of the same kind. 

NO NEED TO BEG 


The city authorities say arrangements 
have been made whereby every single un- 
employed man in Edmonton is being given 
two square meals a day and a place to 
sleep at night—with, it is to be hoped, ac- 
cess to the facilities for a bath with suit- 
able frequency; while the machinery for 
extending civic relief to married unem- 
ployed men is also completed. 

That is as it should be. The cost will 
be considerable, though with the contribu- 
tions from the provincial and federal 
treasuries only one-third of it will fall 
upon the city taxpayers. But it is better 
to give relief in this ordered way than to 
have men tramping the streets and beg- 
ging; and better that the cost should be 
distributed among all taxpayers than 
borne by the minority who would other- 
wise have to foot the whole bill. 

With this provision made for the regu- 
lar extension of relief to those who need 
and are entitled to it, street-soliciting and 
house-to-house soliciting are no longer 
necessary. The citizen who hands out 
money in response to such appeals is do- 
ing what there is no need of doing, and he 
may safely assume that the quarter he so 
parts with will go for something else than 
food or lodging. 


MOTOR BUS OR STREET CAR? 


The street railway department is this 
week trying the experiment of running a 
motor bus on the 102nd avenue line from 
124th street west, in place of the street 
car that has been giving a shuttle-cock 
service on that run, Passengers appear 
to be unanimous in the view that the bus 
vervice is far superior, and in the fervent 
1ope that it will be continued. 

They po'nt out that the bus runs al- 
vays on the right side of the street, 
yhich the car did not, making it more 

mvenient and safer to get on and off. 
‘hey say the bus is by far the more com- 

fortable conveyance in which to ride, 
which can be easily believed. The bus 
carries and picks up passengers a half 
dozen blocks beyond the end of the street 
car line, the point from and to which 
many had formerly to walk considerable 
distances; and while doing this, the new 
carrier maintains a fifteen minute ser- 
vice, a8 against the twenty minute ser- 
vice provided by the car. 

Unless the cost of operation is very 
considerably greater, the motor bus would 
appear to be an all-round success in this 
try-out with the street car. Barring that 
possibility, the experiment will probably 
ead to the use of busses on other runs

WILL CAPITAL RESPOND? 

Ottawa correspondents say Mr. 
Beatty's proposal has been very favorably 
received there, and that there is a pros- 
pect the Dominion Government — will 
relieve the western Provincial Govern- 
ments of part or all of the liability they 
assumed in connection with the operations 
of the Wheat Pool, should such action be 
necessary to enable the be ge admin- 
istrations to deal properly with the ques- 
tion of relief and assistance to western 
agriculture. 

It is to be hoped that private capital 
will respond as readily to his suggestion 
that funds should be supplied on favor- 
able terms to farmers who desire to buy 
livestock and develop other than the 
wheat-growing branches of their business. 
That proposal is not in any sense an 
appeal for charity. It is a straight 
business proposition, with profits in 
prospect for both those who advance the 
capital and the farmers to whom it may 
be advanced. 

There is no possibility that western 
wheat-growers generally should go into 
mixed farming, and no danger of that 
being attempted. The production of this 
cereal will continue for an indefinite time 
to be the almost exclusive type of farming 
practised over the greater part of the 
prairies. This for the reason that in 
most of that area the conditions are not 
favorable for stock-raising, and in a good 
part of it they are absolutely prohibitive. 

Central and northern Alberta is a 
country that presents to the farmer the 
advantage of a choice such as he does not 


find in most other western districts. The

KATING FOR YOUR HEALTH'S SAKE 

Most housewives consider three viewpoints in se- 
lecting food for the family. First of all, they usually 
consider the necessity for chosing food which the dif- 
ferent members of the family will like, buying and 
preparing those foods which have an _ agreeable 
taste. I can see no objecKon to this unless one makes 
the mistake of making this selection such an im- 
portant factor that many unwholesome foods are 
constantly used because of their agreeable flavor, 

The housewife always. desires to give the family 
@ large enougla quantity of food to fl they up so 
that they will feel comfortably stuffed and even 
sleepy and lazy after a meal. Many cooks consider 
that this is very important and many cooks become 
proud of the fact that everyone eating at their table 
remarks about the food being so good that they have 
eaten until ready to burst. I am sure that anyone 
who gets up from the table and feels that he has 
been well stuffed has definitely injured his health 
and digestion every time he does so, 

The average heusew.te also selects food with an 
idea of getting it at as low a price as posible, To 
summarize these points the housewife picks out rea- 
sonably priced food whieh will fill up well and taste 

00d at the same time. 
A NEW VIEWPOINT 

I believe it is well for those of my readers who 
are seriously study.ng their food problems to add or 
substitute some of the following points in selecting 
their food: 

First of all,, food should be chosen because it is 
of the right quality to build bone, blood, nerve and 
other tissues. To do this, one must study food chem- 
istry and understand the relatiye value in the body 
of proteins, organic salts and vitamins, starches, 
sugars, etc. One must understand that proteins and 
the organic salts found in the leafy green vegetables 
are the most important foods which can be used 
in the body in building cell structure, They must 
undefstand that the carbohydrates are of the least 
importance, and that their use should always be re- 
duerd \o the very minimum of necess.ty. 

In considering the problem of the amount of 
food to be used it is well to know that most dietitians 
are agreed that everyone eats too much of all foods, 
It has been variously estimated that we need only a 
third to a half of the amount of food most people 
are accustomed to using. Each one must study his 
Own requirements very carefully in this regard, 

Foods should always be selected which combine 
harmoniously together and bad mixtures should be 
avoided.

Robert Southey, the poet, once wrote that “A house 
is never perfectly furnished for enjoyment unless there 
is a child in it rising three years old, and a kitten 
rising three weeks.” 

There were so many cats a¢ Greta Hall, Southey's | 
home, and they were so kindly treated that he called 
it “Cat's Eden.” 

He wrote a “Memoir on the Cats of Greta Hall" 
for his daughter, Edith May, “io the end that the 
memory of these worthy animals may not perish, but 
be held in deserved honor by my ehildren and those 
who shall come after them.” 

The cats whose memory he sought to preserve in- 
cluded Madame Bianchi, Pulcheria Ovid, Virgil, 
Othello, Prester John, Rumpelstilchen and Hurlyburly- 
buss. Prester John, it turned out, wes incorrectly 
named. A new cognomen had to be given. Pope Joan 
was chosen. 

Bad luck at first followed the cats of Greta Hal). 
Poison intended for ra‘s destroyed Pope Joan The 
distemper removed Virgil and Pulcheria Ovid. Madame 
Bianchi and Othello disappeared in a manner myster- 
ious 

Southey wrote about this time: “I feared we were 
at the end of our cat-a-logue.” 

It was now (hat Rumpelstilchen and Hurlyburlybuss 
arrived. EKow they were acquired we do not know. It 
seems likely that they just moved in of their own 
accord. Rumpelstilchen was domestic in his tenden- 
cies but Hurlyburlybuss was not. The letter was an 
independent and adventurous animal who did not 
care for the comforts of a hovse He never could be 
irduced to come into Greta Hall. Frequently he dis- 
appeared for days, bu’ he always came back 

Rumpelstilchen and Hurlyburlybuss never had any- 
thing in common, ‘Their differences of opinion led 
to frequent violent altercations. Once when Hurly- 
burlyburs was sick, Rumpelstilchen thought to do the 
decent thing and extend his sympathy, The overture 
was received sullenly, and as soon as the invalid had 
recovered hostilities were renewed | 

Huriyburlybvss seems to have met death else- 
where than in the Hall After a comfortable nine- 
year residence there Rumpelstilchen gave up the ghost 
On May 18, 1833, Southey wrote his friend, Grosvenor 
Bedford:— 

“Alas! Grosvenor, this day poor old Rumpel was 
found dead, after as lorg and happy a life as a cat 
could wish for, if cats form wishes on that subject. | 
There should be a court mourning in cat land, and if 
the Dragon (a cat belonging to Bedford) wear a black | 
ribbon around his neck; or a band of crepe, a la | 
militaire, round one of his forepaws, it will be but a 
becoming mark of respect. As we have not cata- 
combs here, he is to be decently interred in the orch- 
ard, and catnip planted on his grave.”

Science

I have been saying for some days 
that as we enter the closing days 
of 1930 we should be casting up a 
kind of social balance sheet so that 
we may face the new year with a 
decently accurate sense of the good 


and the bad, the strong and the 
weak, the rising and the falling, in 
the various fectors and forces with 
which we are dealing 

Last week I called attention to 
several interesting observations that 
incisive students are making on the 
profit and loss record of the 
machine as one of the major factors 
in our civilization 

Today I want to call attention 
to some valuable generalizations 
that Dean Inge makes, in the De- 
cember issue of The Forum, on the 
gains and losses that the ever- 
increasing supremacy of science in 
our civilization involves 

Here are some of the gains that 
Dean Inge thinks the scientific 
temper hes brought to us 

(1) A higher standard of veracity 
and a greater respect for evidence, 
even in the fivids of politics and 
religion, long preempted by prej- 
udice, passion, and partizanship 

(2) A rather complete trans- 
formation of history, converting it 
from a bundle of legends and a 
barrage of propaganda for the his- 
forian’s pet prejudices into a 
realistic investigation and  in- 
terpretation of the faets of the past. 
No unimportant achievement! For 
the foresight of the statesman will 
be warped unless the hindsight of 
the historian 1s straight, 

(3) The injection of at least a 
little more constientiousness into 
controversial literature and speech. 
Public discussion moves—even if at 
a dishearteningly slow pace—from 


- mere verbal and emotional warfare 


over the research and realistic con- 
sideration of the results of research 

(4) The fact that curiosity is 
coming to be considered a virtue 
rather than a vice, 

(5) The scraping of unworthy 
descriptions away from the idea of 
God, so that God ls no longer looked 
upon by intelligent men as a jealous, 
capricious, and cruel Oriental 
sultan, & magnified schoolmaster 
with bireh rod in hand, or a kind 
of official head of the clergy Again, 
a significant achievement! For 
men's conceptions of Gog color their 
conceptions of life and the social 
order. 

(6) The ebandonment by in- 
telligent men of @ belief in magic 
and 4 consequent rise in their sense 
of responsibility to analyze and ad- 
minister the affairs of thelr time 
rationally and scientifically, 

Against these half dozen 
Significant gains that the sel ntific 
temper has brought to us, Dean 
Inge thinks that selentists must 
stand responsible for a profound 
loss in #0 far as they have insisted 
that only that which can be 
Weighed, counted, dnd measured is 
real. A scientific temper without a 
philosophy that has room for values 
that cannot be weighed on scales or 
botled in test tubes ts inadequate 

Here is one good New Year's 
resolution: We shall at one and the 
Same time broaden the spirit of 
science and bring it into sovereignty 
over mote of our life—private and 
public!
